stood fixed in their positions, while their 
comrades swept up the hill 
All the 


world knows the magnificent, yet awful, 
story of the annihilation of Pickett's 
division aud of the supporting columns 
Lee was bitterly disappointed at the 
day's results 
He had confidently d 


pected to hurl at least one half of his 
army upon the enemy, cut him in two 
and wheel upon the broken wings 
He 


was playng for big stakes and a decisive 
victory which would bring m its tram 
peace to his people and success to his 
cause

THE FLURRY IN SPAIN. 


The Philadelphia 2W« said last 


Tuesday concerning the situation 


Spain is in a terrible flurry, and if the 


Spanish mob had control of the Issue 
there would be an immediate declaration 
ot war against tbe United States. Un- 
fortunately the news of the action of 
the United States Senate declaring over- 
whelmingly in favoi of belligerent rights 
for the Cubans, became generally known 
in the Spanish cities on Sunday, and 
after enjovmg the usual bull fights 
which are the chief amusements there 
on the SablMth, a Barcelona mob of 
thousands paraded the stree s, assailed 
the office of the American Consul, 
trampled the American Hag under their 
feet, and gave vociferous yells m favor 
of immediate war against the United 
States 


It is due to the Spanish officials to say 


that they exerted all the power tuey pos- 
sessed to cuib this furious mob and to 
prevent breaches of the peace, but it 
seems evident thaf the gore of Sunday 
bull Dghtsdoes not satia'e the average 
Spanish taste, and there is a general 
thirst among them for a Hood tide of 
American gore 
It la not likely that 


these ebullitions will senously affect the 
Spanish Government 
The question of 


war with the United Stares is so grave 
an issue that it will not be determined 
by street rioters 


Nor will the violent eiuption of the 


Spanish people in any degree influence 
the action of the United States Govern- 
ment 
The assault upon tbe American 


'Jonsul'a ofhce and the insult of tramp- 
ling the American flag on the streets of 
Barcelona, will not be likely to strength- 
en the cause of the Spanish Government 
with the United States Congre-w, but 
after all the isaue between the two gov- 
ernments must be decided on the high- 
est plane of statesmanship and with 
every regard to the accepted law of 
nations 


When the South rebelled against the 


government in 1861 Spam rushed in with 
England and France to accord belliger- 
ent rights to the Confederates 
No 


complaint was made by tLis govern- 
ment, and least of all did any one think 
of makn g it a cause of war 
Our own 


government soon followed by the recog- 
nition of belligerent rights to the Con- 
federacy 
It was not done by proclama 


tion, but it was done m fact, and from 
the begmniii? of the vvai to the close 
everj rule of civili7od warfaie was ob- 
served by Doth armies, with rare excep 
tiona such as al tva\ s occur in desperate 
conflicts 
The recognition of belligerent 


rights is founded upon the highest prm 
ciples of humanity, and thete can be no 
good reason given why belligerent rights 
should not be accorded to the Cubans 


bo far from using the acknowledge- 


ment of belligerent rights as a pretext | 
for evading tbe neutrality laws accepted 
by the civih/ed governments, the recog 
nitron for the Cubans would be hkelv to 
make this government even more jealous 
of its reputation lu maintaining the 
neutrality laws to the uttermost 
Un- 


less Spam means to wage a war of butrtr 
eiy aud desolation no complaint should 
be made agamat this governmeut for ac- 
cording belligerent rights to the insur- 
gents 


As to war with Spam we do not re- 


gaid it as probable or even possible 
Spam will not rush into war with the 
Lmted States for the very good reason 
that sooner or later, and soon at the 
latest, she would be defeated ou land 
and sea, and the last possession of her 
once giand Western empire would be 
wrested from her forever 
The declara- 


tion of war b> Spam with the United 
Mates would throw scores of thousands 
of adventurous Amercaus into Cuba 
thoroughly armed and equipped for bat 
tie and the militaiy power of Spain 
could not conquer them 
Indeed, the 


most likely result would be the swift 
driving of Spanish armies into the sea 


Spain is weak, without credit, with" 


out prestige, without influence among 
the great civih/ed powers of the world, 
and a war with the Uuited States would 
be tbe beginning of the end of the Span- 
ish empire, that has long been tottering 
and now needs but a sturdy foe to over- 
throw it. It is reasonable to assume 
that Spain will not become a suicide, 
and a war against the United States 
would be simply tbe act of selt-destrnc- 
tion. True the recognition of belliger- 
ent rights may decide the issue between 
Spam and Cuba, but since Spam isdnren 
to tha choice of surrendering Cuba or 
prosecuting a war of assassination and 
utter desolation, it is simply the act of 
humanity to interpose as speedily as 
pos- 


sible and let the Cubans win their inde- 
pendence

Also That John Lower, on Carlisle and 


Water streets has put down a pavement 
to the requirements of the Borough and 
which was to have been cobbled as usual 
has not been done on account of the bad 
weather oince the pavement has been hid 
We recommend as soon as possible the 
same be done as per agreement with said 
John Lower 


Also That the Council have mstiucted 


the Highway Committee to provide means 
to abate the water from lying in the gutter 
fronting on the prooertv of Peter Gulp s 
lots on Water street, which the Highway 
Commute have not as yet complied with 
asordered by the Council 
We, therefore, 


request that the present Council and High 
wa r Committee take particular action in 
thn matter as the out-going committee 
deem it necessary to the protection of Mr 
Gulp's property 


Another item we wish to report to the 


Council is that by the order of the Court 
Council was mstruc,ed at once to repair 
the Electric Railroad tracks, which the 
Highway Committee Das partially done 
yet quite a length of the railroad is yet in 
complete, and through bad weather and

THE BLACK JLASGSHAX. 


A SATISFACTORY BKEKD. 


The best general-purpose fowl that I 


have had any expeiience with is the 
Black Langsbac. We have tried nearly 
all the other popular breeds, and have 
been fairly successful with each, but for 
the coming season we have decided to 
make a specialty of the Lacgshans and 
keep no other chickens on the premises. 


It is a common saying that pure-bred 


fowls fire delicate, hard to raise as chicks 
or to be kept healthy as adults, but in 
this case it is a mistake. During the 
past five years we have kept Langshans, 
yarding them and keeping them separate 
from the rest every season in order to 
obtain their eggs for setting, and during 
that time there has been less illness 
among the Hock, and we have raised a 
large, percentage of chicks hatched than 
ev.;r before. 


For the farmer the Langshan seems 


specially 
adapted. 
The chicks are 


healthy, thrifty little fellows, grow rap- 
idly, and reach a fair broiling size at 
eight weeks of age without extra push- 
ing. The hens are patient brooders and 
good mothers, the maternal instinct be- 
ing so strongly developed that when sev- 
eral hens with their broods are put off 
at once, each htu tries to steal every 
chick she sees. And at closing up time, 
even when the chicks are several weeks 
of age, the broods have to be divided 
anew every night, as the ben that chucks 
the most persistently gets the largesi 
share of little ones. 


Since we have bad the Laugshans we 


never see pooi little chicks creeping 
uro'ind with bleeding heads, a penalty 
for having ventured too near the brood 
of another hen. But when the mothers 
are so much alike and all the chicks 
marked the same way, it must be diffi- 
cult for the hens to know their little 
ones apart, which, perhaps, accounts in 
some degree for their getting on so well 
together. 


As layers, the I.angshans can scarcely 


be excelled. We have kept Brown Leg- 
horns—said to be everlasting layers— 
but taking them all the year round, 1 
believe the Langshans are fully their 
equal in egg-production. 
The close, 


thick feathering of the Langshan—for 
their plumage is of the warmest and 
Huffiest—enables them to withstand the 
cold, and therefore they come nearer 
laying all the year round than almost 
any other bleed. This very characteris- 
tic—tht.-r hardihood—should recommend 
them especially to the farmer, for it is a 
deplorable fact that farmers do woefully 
neglect their poultry In winter, 


The eggs of the Langshans are of good 


size, brov"- in color, rich and well flavor- 
ed. The 
Ms are remarkably thick, 


and the eggs ^usually perfect in shape. 


The plumage of mature birds is of a 


bright glossy black throughout, reflect- 
ing many brilliant iridescent hues in the 


, 


single and well serrated, is of a glowing 
scarlet, and, with the bright red wattles, 
forms a beautiful contrast to the glisten- 
ing black plumage. In appearance, rich- 
ness of coloring and symmetry of form, 
tlie Langshan c<in easily hold its own 
with any of the other breeds. The cock 
has a proud, erect bearing, broad, full 
breast, and round, deep body; tail long 
and full feathered, carried well up. The 
hens have rather small beads, broad 
breasts, deep find full, eyes dark brown 
or hazel, comb straight and upright, Bne 
in texture and bright red. They are 
compact in build, and weigh well to 
their looks. 
Mature birds weigh re-

round, shapely fern:, making a dish of 
handsome appeaiauce. lu fact, to an 
unusual degree, the L tngshans combine 
the most valuable characteristics which 
i:a to make up a practica'ly useful fowl. 
This means a good deal. But iu the 
Langshan we are not disappointed. 


Besides the good qualities above enu- 


merated, the Langshans, unlike some of 
the other large breeds, are active in 
their habits. The hens when allowed to 
run at large take a wide range, leading 
their broods far afleld in search of in- 
sects, grain, and frssh green vegetation, 
their natural food. This enables the 
chicks to grow off rapidly, and they 
develop bone and muscle at the same 
time with size and weight; hence they 
snow nothing of leg weakness and are 
seldom troubled with gapes. They are 
too busy to get sick. Yet for all the 
hens are su-.h active foragers, it is an 
easy matter to make them contented 
and happy in confinement. 


For several years we have selected the 


best hens from our home flock, purchas- 
ing new males when necessary, and 
yarded them separately in a pretty shad- 
ed enclosu/e fenced with poultry netting. 
Here with all their wants supplied they 
have seemed perfectly satisfied, and it 
was astonishing what a number of prettj 
brown eggs they gave us. Being large 
heavy fowls, a fence of moderate height 
serves to restrain theui, yet on the nest 
the hens do not seem to be clumsy and 
awkward as do the hens of the other 
breeds which are no larger or heavier. 
They are slow and deliberate in ehtir 
motions, when sitting, stepping on and 
off the nest with the most careful cir- 
cumspection. 


In handling the different breeds, I 


bave noticed that their dispositions are 
quite as different as their color. The 
Leghorns and Polack Spanish, for in- 
stance, are nervous and excitable, must 
be handled with gloves, but my good, 
natured Langshans would rather have 
me put my hands upon them than not: 
seem to enjoy ray coming about them. 
If * have to lift a sitting hen from her 
nest, she remains quietly where I place 
her, only clucking a little now and then 
to remind me of her presence. They are 
the best-tempered fowls I ever saw, seem 
to have sense like sensible people, and 
behave as though they know there was 
no good in worrying over things. 


They are so appreciative too; they 


give good returns for all care and atten- 
tion bestowed upon them. 
And last 


bat not least is the fact that the Lang- 
slians are salable. We have never raised 
enough purebreds yet to supply the de- 
mand right around us. They are be- 
coming more and more popular every 
year, as their many good qualities be- 
come better known. — -v FAKMEK'S

CHICAGO'S BLACK SNOW. 


Prof. Willis L. lloore, of Washing 


ton, 
chief of the weather bureau, sa 


recently that the black snow, which fe 
in Chicago a few days ago, was similia 
to a fall of the same kind in January o 
last year, which was thoroughly invest 
gated by the weather bureau at tha 
time. 


"Microscopic examination," said M: 


Moore, "proved that the black depofc 
contained about -1 per cent, of the mos 
delicate organic structures, such 
diatoms and spoies, and about 96 pe 
cent, of the Driest possible inorgan 
matter, such as makes tip the ordinar 
fine silt and clay soils. All this fin 
material is easily caught up by the dr 
winds whenever they exceed twent 
miles per hour and is carried to grea 
distances before it has time and oppor 
tunity to settle on the ground. It 
easily brought down in large quautitie 
by SHOW or rain, but is only perceive 
by tie ordinary observer when there i 
a clean surface of snow for it to fa 
upon. Lai ge portions of country fron 
Nebraska southward to the gulf ar 
covered by this fine soil, whose dept 
sometimes is one hundred feet.
